A Nvino order 
from tho Gold Coa, miHHion^r r.r.vr rcn 
ders tho future Haf>ay of llio drain no 
longer a matter of doubt. Claims 
that have horoLoforc Iain idle may now 
be worked to advnntci^c. It wonid 
appear irotn our eotoniporary'i! ntato- 
mentthat the mines, notwitliutauding 
the drawback at the eommoncomout 
ot tho' aeaeon, will for tba ro-.vaining 
months yield abandanlly.

An ■BttBtorri writer on finance is 
predicting a great crash in tbo States. 
Ho reviews tho biBtory ot provioun 
disastrouB panics, nnd thinks the one 
bo lorosbadovrs is likely to prove more 
disiuUroun and withering than any 
that haa preceded it. His views aro 
enli'lod lo attention : 

" From all that wo can gather, oora- 
moroially and financially, tho grand 
crash so long spoeulatcd upon, nnd ho 
universally expected, will corlaialy 
occur. Tho Hood of calamities which 
is to roll over tho country ia gathering 
itH force, liko a vast, aceumul.'ttiori of 
waters which presses upon tbo cui- 
lunkment aad dams boioro the break 
takes place. There aro thousands to- 
day who do not beliova that a rovul. 
sion ran comn. They, as yet, do not 
realize ibo poHilion of thing?. They 
little know tho terrihlo load ot debt 
being carried by tho comaiorcial world, 
from heavy imporlations, and heavy 
rialos to the West and South, on credit; 
which it ia not poauiblo to roulizo upon. 
Tlii'v luiile^etaud noifiing of the enor- 
mous decline in WaU fc^treot socuiitioH, 
stocks of all kinds, which for munih^ 
have been going down — down — down, 
tdl at last mauy a supposed million-' 
aire can scarcely count his one buns 
dred thousand. They, perhaps, have 
yet to learn that our ocean carrying 
trade is next to noibing ; our nianu- 
facturing intorosta, aa a wliolo, aro 
worse than at uuy other poiiod in the 
past ton years j our coal, iron, ooppo. , 
loud and petroleum interests almost 
worlhieuH m dividend paying securi" 
tied ; our great dry poods intorost in 
ibe eoniiuoicial centres of tho Is'orth, 
on the vory brink of bankruptcy; iu 
fact, tho geuond stagnation or, some- 
thing vory liko it, which hangs over 
tho country, a oortain class of dreamers 
will not see, and aro ready to d claro 
that tho nation wag never more pion., 
porou:! than now. 18;J7, '47 and 
'57 v oro years of groat commercial 
crises, and when Daniel Wobaier, in 
the fall of Ih'dQf ia a pablio spoocb, 
described tbo siato of tho country au 
' overwhelmed with irredoomablo 
paper, more paper, rep -esonling not 
gold nor fiilvcr. Ko, sir, representing 
nething but br(/ken pronvsus, bad 
iaitb. bankiupt corporation*, choated 
creditors and a rained people,' bo pro- 
Henlod the picture of tho country to- 
day. On tbo 1st ot January, 1837, tho 
United States bud a paper oirculutioo 
of §120.1)1)0,000, a spaoio circulation of 
S2'j,U!J0,O00, aiul Bpi'cio locked up in 
bank vaulit<, $-15,000,000. Tho oper- 
ation of tbo Specie circular, tho pay- 
mout for public lands in gold and 
silver, nnd tho disivibaiion ot tho bur- 
pluB funds ot tile TTnilod States Gov- 
ernment among tht» .several ytucos iu 
specie, caused u panic, which finally 
suspended every bank in tho counlry. 
The importations of 1836 wore one 
handred and ninety millioDSj oxpor- 
tatioDB ono hundred and twenty-nine 
millions, and the flow of specie to- 
Europe hastened iho crisis."

Sparrowbawk left Moilokailsih 
early on tlio morniDg of the )3th, ar- 
riving at Fort Simpson nt 8 n. m. Tho Fori 
and the Chyrapseuu vilin.'ie grourcJ round ii, 
ocoupy a ecniicircuhir buy at tbo ciirenu: 
norlbern point of ilu: IVniiiij-iila. TI;o Fort 
is n qnadran^uliir encloKuro, Bluckailed round 
with beams, iibmi! lio !eot liij^ii, driven inlo 
the ground, nr;d Las a bnelion iit CHcli corner, 
While on the iuside at tl:o luiKbt of iiboui 
12 /eet from the ground u g^'"'^^'')' ■'""^ touml. 
The bnildloga. within cootiist of a obiui 
trader's boasa,' aloiea, trading room, Lc. 
The village at'retobes on each aide of iLo 
Fort, the lodge's being built on piles, of ilu' 
height of 8 or 10 loot, and nru iit high water 
ioBOoeRsiblo o:tcopt by canoos, tiie tide 
washinj; iindenioalh. Tiie houaep, both 09 
regards etriiciuro, I'sicrnal and interuai dd- 
cjrationj, uro tbo moat superior wa have 
noon on lliia coiiRt. 'J'ho dounvuys and 
pillara uro most eliiborately carved, with a 
fifeot Toriety of ropreeeolationa of animnio 
and inuniinatG obji^cis. Heads of men and 
animals, ol a coIosfhI size, beautifully 
execnicd, being iLo roost prominent; whiu 
oecapyiiig a oontral position is a repiecentux 
tioD of th\ crest or" i'olem of the pr6prietor'8 
family. The prioeipal of these worn tho 
eagle, whale, slurgeo^, beaver, Bhark, owl, 
aaloion, woK, bear, and iu one caso a sliii- 
fish. Tlie houses of thecbielu orj additior,aily 
dislinguiGhed by having their crests pluced on 
the top of a tail polo, the height of the pole 
corruRpouding to tho rauk of tho owi.or; 
eoino o( those beioir about 8) feet high. Oa 
the outside of tho houses the pillir aupport- 
inji iho beams were iu many oasja carved in 
jiuitatioD of staturiry, of most atliatic fiuia'n, 
resembiinK tho caryalidts of ancient art. The 
significaDce of these crests is rather dilBoull 
to arrive at; in one respect tbej Bnbaoivo a 
very beneficial end, in preventjog iniormar- 
risges, those of the same crest boiog not 
iillowed to marry. In addition to these on 
the poles or. boasee, ibo cbiefs also have tboir 
oreslii engraved on a largo copper plato, to 
which they attach a most nxas^gerated value, 
the worth of eome being cftimaied as high as 
800 blankets. One we saw at the Fort was 
about 4 Icet loug by about 2 feet broad, and 
appeared to have boon deposited ao oecurity 
for certain arivanccH made to tho owner. 
Tho custom of flnttoniiig tho head dis-« 
appears here and auother, cotifliicd to the 
womou, takes ita place. This is the labrot 
a circular piece of wood insetted inlo a eljt 
in the lower lip, parallel with the mouth, 
end nboat half an inoh below. The Gret 
etaga ia tho insertion of a small metallic 
tube, the aperture being gradually dilated, 
QDtll io tbo case of tbo fine old ladies, 
atiainlfig to 3 inches io length by one inch 
broad. IMany of their onstums are very 
peculiar; for instance, all descent ia by the 
mother side, und in the case of orphan 
children, they nlwaya go to tho mother'* 
tribe. No manor how high in ihcBociol tcale 
the father may bo, if ha marrioa beneath 
him, his childrou uio euliu-j i. c. of the 
mother's oiiginal rank in life. Their disposal 
of the dead in also peculiar, i'hty burn the 
bodies and pief^ervo the ashci in !-ni;ill 
boxoa, placed on eiaiuia in a ceuiotcry. 
I}umerou8 other peculiar cualoma prevail 
bere tp:_.wbiah we have not space now to 
allqd^. The total population is said to 
aiDO.uat to 120O, tbo commonily being divided 
into ton tribes, one of whom is not bow re- 
presented bero, the whole tribe, Chief in- 
' o uded, bavieg gone to Metlakatlah «iih i*ir 
Djncan. Some teven or eiRht years ago the 
eatiniutod popuhuiuii v.aa 2,500, but it id now 
muoh decreuhtd, thuy havitic FuO'ered Irom 
an epitjemie of ninall pox in IbO.i. Jliie feit'J- 
ation here eun .istrt c.f tneuniorpl io nlale, in- 
terseoted by veina nf cpiuH/. In the hIhIo 
conaidorabie ipiantities ol ^ini)liite etintt d, 
oud 6omo detached pieces ui cj'MriZ wfie ob- 
eorvt'd oontr).inif.g (;;irniii». 'I'ho (ioverlier 
visited the J''ort, and uluo the head of tho 
Chynip.sc.ins— the CineliaiiK'Hn .Shoudal— v;ho 
appeared to bo a very tina woman, in Iho 
prime of life, ncutly and lastefully drcBSod, 
her house being very clean and containing 
inany articles of English farniluro arranged 
with conriderablo tasloi The Chympsoana 
are greatly superior to the other coast irihi:s, 
being mnsculnr and well built, with broad, 
large features und fair complexions. They 
are now beginning ti) appreciate a little of 
civiiiiatioM, uud are large purchnisers of 
Eaglish eluihingaiid contiuiiiers of (.groceries, 
lluur, &c., aed their luii.ling yielding a lar;;o 
amount of viiluablu lurs which they bar er 
lor Kn>!;lisli maniifaetures. 

A lefunned vvlii,.key trader whom wo mot 
stated in the nins:t iiijriinuouH way, in yor- 
roboralion of this, that a fait profit, ut- 
tanded with lees risk, was now to bo mud o 
by lradin>.: along the coast cheap prints, gr s 
cerics, Qour, &o., than by whiskey. Wo loft 
this plaod early on tho mornipf; of the 14lb, 
and owing to the long days, Ibe pight rival', 
iog io olearnesa (lie day, added to buV exoel- 
lent pilot, Captain Cooper's f milinrity 
wilh the channel, wo steamed on without 
delay and arrived In Sitka Koadd at 1 1:'l'> on 
tho evening of the 15th. Tho passage from 
Port Slnipnon wan through a buccoBHion of 
Bheltcrod chaiiuuls, ti.e iHlunds being larger 
and tho cnnulH wider ai.d deojier than tho«o 
ivo had hitherto piieptd thrcu^'h, while tho 
scenery lost much of its hoftneaa as wo ad- 
vanced, becoming more rooky and desolate, 
tbe vegetation stunled and scrubby, tho land* 
eospe havipg a dreary appearance bompared 
wltU that to Ibe wutb of Fort mmstm 



Mountalnc, their cragt;y peaks covered with 
snow, rose Iu white gliltoring ridges againat 
the flky, giving a paVB^o Eublimily Io the 
scene. From tho ncrlbwnnl of wbcru tho 
otitward boundary of tlia linician territory 
begins in .')4» 'lU' North nnd I'iV to l.'J.'i* 
West, (furmiii:i; the liO-niiie n;rip), no land 
capable of cultivntion e.ti.'it^, iiiid it u likely to 
rema'n only an Dniuhahilcd wilileriiess, ocdn- 
sionally penctratod into by hardy fur trappers 
or gold p.dvonturorn.

lines of reddish clay radiating Irom its apex. 
This moontain forms Iho Norlbern boundnty 
of thu Sound, nt tbe head of which, 14 miles 
up, nnd |>ro'ec(od by numerous small islands, 
et.'iuds the town of Sitka, Iho capital of Uii.?- 
t'ian America.

Thu fur trade bero is tho ataple, largo 
quantities being aunually cullected of lea 
otter, fox, soal, muskrat, srpiirrcl, boar, 
boavor, crmino and sablo, thu quiinlily at 
present ia store being valued at 4S0,0D0 silver 
rubles. No shops exist tut everybody is 
victualled as if on board ehip, obtaioing 
everything from the Company's store at u 
fixed price freqaaotly bolow prime oost 
Often tho vlctualliog Is oniiroly on salt 
provisions, Iho Indiana at prcsant being at 
war bring nuthing in, and the pUco iw 
entirely dependent on them for fresh suppliep. 
The only article of tbii kind ubiainab.'e was 
salmon nnu/;ht by tbo Aleutian fishermen, 
but in llavor were coarso aed iubipid >uid not 
to b-j ceinpared cither with those got at Esqui^ 
malt or iu the I'Vuser.
